The new Opera House is ail that «»W 
l.e desired iu point ol beauty nnd Convenience 
of Arrangement, but it.is sadly deficient in 
heat and light. The llfht in the gallery 
an I balcony iu such that one can hanilv 
read a p-ogranime, and when the weather 
is at a'l cold the temperature In I be hull II 
so low that the audience actually stiller* 
from cold, nnd on the opening night, ns well 
as Wednesday night ol this week, tiiiitiv 
persons were compelled to leave on account 
ol it. The furnaces have proven entirely 
inadequate to heat the hail and should be 
taken out at once and some other mode ol 
heating resorted 10, ns it is an imposition to 
require the I esse to pay rent lor the hall 
when he cannot induce the nmueement 
loving public to go into it on account of its 
be n: so uncomfortable. Steam for heating 
purposes is convenient atid can be obtained 
at small cost, why not put it in ? 

The City Council has had placed in the 
Fire Engine House a heating apparatus by 
means of which the water in the engine is 
kept nearly at the boiling point, and in ease 
ol an alarm. iUhe engine should only have 
to run out to the cistern at the comer ol 
St. Clair and Main street, there will be 
steam sufficient in the boiler to begin work- 
as sar.D as t he hose are laid. The contriv 
ance consists of a small wrought iron boiler 
with a furnace .underneath, wltn two pipe! 
leading to the engine. The water is heated 
in the boiler and kept circulating back and 
forth through the pipes from the boiler to 
the engine. The attachment ol the pipes to 
the engine is made in such a manner that 
when il leaves the house to go to a fire the 
pipes detach themselves, the valves are 
closed and water in the pipes thrown hack 
into a tank which s.uppies the boiler, all by 
an autamotic arrangement. Very little fuel 
too is required to run the heater, one 
shovel lull of coke being sufficient to keep 
the fire going six hours. 

The whole arrangement is homemade. 
The boiler, being the first one ever mude in 
this city, was manufactured by Messrs 
Ferguson ifc Meek, at the Capital Machine 
Works, and the other work was also exe- 
euted by them. Bids were received bv the 
Cbincll Irom Cincinnati and Louisville par- 
ties, but 0'ir home buys, bid being less than 
the others they were awarded the contract 
and have executed the job in first class 
style.

When day ended the gale 
did not abate, and everything was lashed 
for a night ol unusual fury. Our good ship 
was turned to the south to avoid the pos>i- 
billty of ice-bergs. The City of Boston.
